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I n Pennsylvania, it’s a crime to say “shit, ”“piss,"“fuck,”“cunt,” 
“cocksuckcr,"“mofeerfucker" or“tits.”(Momentof silence (brthe 
late, great George Carlin. Continue.) Or at least, it might 
as well be. 

From February 2008 to February 2009, the Pennsylvania State 
Fblice issued 750 disorderly conduct citations for the use of 
profane language or gestures. (At least one of these involved a 
woman cussing at her toilet. Who hasn’t done that?) In Philly, 
the state police handed out 17 such citations throughout the 
year — but that number counts only state cops, not Philadelphia 
police officers. (We’ve got a request out for that information. ) 

Funny thing is, thanks to the First Amendment, profanity isn’t 
illegal. Obscenity, can be, however — and therein lies the rub. 

“A lot of state cops don’t know the legal difference between 
obscenity and profanity,” says Marieke TuthiU. a legal fellow 
wife the ACLU of Pennsylvania. “They think they can cite people 
for the colloquial meaning of obscenity, but the courts have been 
veiy clear that profanity isn’t obscenity, and profanity is con- 
stitutionally protected." 

Separating profanity and obscenity is a tricky business, con- 
sidering the slippery definition the U.S. Supreme Court has 
given “obscenity" over the years. Per the court’s 1973 Miller v. 
California decision, “obscenity" is prurient, patently and offen- 



sively sexual, and devoid of literary, scientific or political merit. 
Saying words that make your mother blush does not qualify. 

And really, fee cops should know that. 

Last week, the ACLU filed a lawsuit against the Pennsylvania 
State Mice after fee agency claimed that there wasn't a prob- 
lem and refused to amend its training programs.“Hopefully," says 
Hi thill, “this will m ake enough of a point to get them to stop.” 
Fuckin' A. 

TALES FROM THE POKEY 

Good news, Philadelphia: After 
a decade of our prison popu- 
lation going up, up, up, it 
finally, magically, went down. 
From January 2009 to now, the 
average daily count dropped from 9,787 to 8,306 — which is 
still way overcrowded (the city spends 7 cents of every tax dollar 
on jails, in fact), but hey, a little less so! 

There was only one problem : The city hadn’t a clue what hap- 
pened, until the Pew Charitable THists conducted a yearlong 
study of the prisons. Turns out, the answer has little to do with 
the city itself, but rather, a 2008 Pennsylvania law requiring that

Finally we'd like to take a moment to shed some crocodile tears 
for La Greta Brown, the embattled South Phiadelphia High 
School principal who resigned last week after the Inquirer discov- 
ered that her state principal certification was inactive — related , and 
awesome: Fifteen other Philly principals lack their certifications, too 
— and shortly before the school’s faculty was set to hold a no-con- 
fidence vote on her leadership. Brown helmed the school through 
those turbulent December days when groups of African-American 
students assaulted some 30 Asian students — and seemed willing 
to sit by while higher-ups tried to affix blame on one of those vic- 
tims [Cover Story, “The Fall Guy," Isaiah Thompson, March 17, 2010]. 
Brown, according to a federal civil-rights complaint filed by Asian 
activists in January, dismissed Asian parents' complaints about, you 
know, their kids getting their asses kicked as “the Asian agenda.” 
And in March, she had the gall to go before the School Reform 
Commission ( SRC ) to co mpl ain about a cartoon in the Inquirer that 
showed he r asleep at her d esk while chaos reigned behind her. 
This was racism, you see — she w as ne per actually asleep at her desk] 

It seems Brown was on her way out at year’s end, anyway; the 
certification issue just expedited matters. Superintendent 
Arlene Ackerman has pledged to “go into that school and get to 
the bottom” of the lingering racial tensions. Ackerman, of course, is 
the person who, in the days following the Dec. 2 and 3 violence, cast 
the whole thing as “gang-related" and used the pretextof a thor- 
oughly lackluster (though expensive ) report the SRC commissioned 
to argue that we should all“move forward, because well never be 
able to really get a handle on what happened in the past." 

Consider our confidence uninspired.

Such is the nature 
of the Flyering up," I say. I recount the symptoms;

“I believe that under that shirt you are wear- 
ing another one, an orange one, because you are 
so Flyered up right now,” 1 say to co-workers. And, 
arms extended, I go rooting for the hidden shirt, 
hoping to reveal it to the cold fluorescent light, to 
prove that all of us are as Flyered up as one of us.

I’m so Flyered up that I map out lines and match- 
ups. I ponder the philosophies and strategies,

zamboni. A giant sideways cork- 
screw barely contained within 
a metal frame chums steadily 
in opposition to the vehicle as a 
whole. Tiny fountains shoot up 
from the trailing plough, creating 
a fragile and fruitless weather 
phenomenon, a minuscule bank 
of fog that dissipates soon after 
it appears. Brushes and wheels, 
gears and levers, out of view from 
this perspective, are detectable 
only by the sounds they make 
and the work they do. 

And I, tiny as a mosquito, trail 
steadily behind over a wet and 
clean sheet of ice, one not smooth 
nor glassy, but merely even in its 
roughness, the scar of the skate 
blade filled and frozen, reduced to 
a quickly drying divot. 

I'm so Flyered up right now 
that I see signs all around me. 1 
can make out the likeness of Kate 
Smith in my turkey meatball, 

Ron Hextall in my nine-grain 
bread. That rusted old Brillo pad 
looks like Scott Hartnell. That 
crack in the cobblestones resem- 
bles the black diamond slopes of 
Ian Laperriere’s nose. That child 
in the stroller may well be Danny 
Briere. In a spoon I spy what 
must be the upside down reflec- 
tion of a shadow of the ghost of 
the still-living Bemie Parent, but 
it disappears before I can be sure. 
In my bike chain I catch a whiff of 
the silver polish they use on the 
Stanley Cup.

JUMPING THE FENCE 

AS I GOBBLED up fresh-picked strawberries at a harvest festi- 
val in East Fairmount Park recently, I couldn’t recall the last time 
I ate any fruit quite so sweet. Eating a strawberry still warm from 
the sun is like tasting one for the very first time. Its essence goes 
straight to your head . 

Around me, a gaggle of neighborhood kids cho wed down, splat- 
tering themselves with the juice ofthe berries they d cared for. 

Some fields of dreams do flower and bear fruit. In late 2007, 

I donated $2,500 for a new community orchard, on the site of 
Woodford Mansion's historic orchard thathad disappeared centu- 
ries ago (biLly/aQ9Qfi). And to date, my seed money has returned 
a harvest ofmore than $25,000 in additional corporate and city 
funds. More importantly, a historic Fairmount Park mansion and 
its surrounding community now enjoy a warm, working relation- 
ship. As neighbors feasted on barbecue and berries outside, adults 
ventured inside the historic mansion, some for the first time. 

Long ago, the nearby Strawberry Mansion manor once served 
homegrown berries and sweet cream to its visitors. But the straw- 
berry fields of die eponymous estate disappeared long ago. 

Now at Woodford , the neighborhood has a field of fruit once again, 
and it’s not just strawberries. The community orchard has raspber- 
ries, elderberries. red currants and 
blueberries, plus apple, cherry 
peach and pear trees, hr all, more 
than 70 species offruit, nuts and 
berries, many native, grow here. 

These fresh fields are espe- 
cially sweet because they repre- 
sent a growing coalition among Fairmount Park, the Philadelphia 
Orchard Project (POP), Woodford Mansion and the people ofthe 
East Park Revitalization Alliance (EPRA). 

To make this orchard into a reality, Tatinnu Garcia-Granados, 
EPRA’s co-fb under, and Woodford’s Martha Moffat asked the 
Fairmount Park bureaucrats to let them use history to inspire 
the future. Moffiit discovered that, in 1769, Ben Franklin’s 
Pennsylvania Gazette lavishly praised the mansion’s orchard as 
"a handsome Garden, a thriving Orchard of good Apple Trees, and 
other Fruit. "Armed by Ben’s recommendation, the two women 
persuaded the Fairmount Rirk Commission to allow them to 
remake and update the old orchard. The commission agreed, but 
limited the community orchard to the 30-by-200-foot area inside 
the mansion’s white picket fence. 

Elections change things, and relationships hasten that change. 
With Mike DeBerardinis now running a combined city Parks and 
Recreation Department and his wife, Joan Reilly, continuing as 
the garden guru at the Philadelphia Horticultural Society (PHS), 
these two huge green groups are now in better sync. 

From the city, through PHS, came $18,000 for more berry bush- 
es, fruit trees, an irrigation system and a kitchen garden. From 
the Gardenburger corporation came $7,000 for plants, mulch and 
harvest fests. 

So that day, with Fairmount Park's blessing, kids squished 
berries into their cheeks as a slew of’POP volunteers helped 
Woodford’s orchard jump the fence and spread into the parkitself 
— where, with any luck, therell be strawberry fields for, well, ever.

CIVILITY NOW 

The Coffee Party wants to be the sober antidote to bellicose Tea Partiers. By Holly otterbein 



I t's ahalf-hour into the inaugural meeting ofthe Philadelphia 
Coffee Party, on March 13, and the 20 attendees have readied an 
impasse: They cant decide whatto write on theirprotest sign. 

A few people in the group, which is overwhelmingly white, edu- 
cated and roundingthe corner between midlife and old age, joke that 
the poster should read, “Yes We Can.”“What about Coffee Party for 
health-care legislation?” asks a bespectacled, snow-haired woman. 
“Or something about campaign -finance reform?” asks another. 

Or perhaps a more local statement? Or an apothegm about the 
state’s primary election? Ora pithy motto on immigration? 

Then, suddenly, the indecision over the sign, whose only raison 
d’etre is to be a prop in a photograph ofthe Philly Coffee Party mem- 
w bers, is forgotten. The conversation turns to more esoteric subjects, 
a like the recession, campaign finances and whether fringe-liberal 
J movements have been as historically pugnadous as their right-wing 
> counterparts. At times it’s a feverish, even ungainly discussion, 

5 with Coffee Partiers taking more dissimilar stances than one 
= might imagine. A debate over whether the Coffee Party should 
7. aim to be more “rivil” than the Tea Party is especially volatile, and 
one attendee's suggestion that allowing Republicans in the group 
^ would be counterproductive — evensuiridal — also roils people. 

* In the midst ofthe discussion , three women announce that this 

5 is their last meeting. “Tm involved with other organizations that 
< are more focused on what I want to accomplish," explains M agali 
- Larson, a longtime Philly activist and former chair of the sociology 
jjj department at Temple University.“The Coffee Party is new, and may 
* have too many ideas for its own good.”

“ ► IRONICALLY, WHAT LARSON ranks among the Coffee Party's 

x weaknesses — an openness to many different ideas — is exactly 
what the group bills as one of its greatest strengths. In early 2010, 

< Washington, D.C .-based filmmaker Annabel Park founded the 
x Coffee Party as an alternative to the Tea Party the conservative 
- activist group that nearly derailed health-care reform this March. 



“It started as a personal desire to say, look, the Tea Party doesn’t 
represent me,” says Park. “But then it became a place to talk about 
issues in a way that isn't so ugly. Health care didn't have to be a 
polarizing issue. Immigration doesn't have to be, either.” 

Local Coffee Fhrtiers say they joined the group because they were 
both frustrated with and in awe of die Tea Rirty. On the one hand, it 
had succeeded in creating a big tent for disaffected conservatives, 
which the left, fractured into countless niche movements, lacks. 

But then again, the lb a Partiers had done this though egregious 
means. Park and other Coffee Partiers argue. 

“The first time I saw the Tea ftirty, they were holding signs that 
had photos of President Obama with a bone through his nose, saying 
disrespectful things about him , interrupting people’s conversations,” 
says Michael Fiore, who became the Coffee Party's regional coordi- 
nator for eastern Pennsylvania earlier this spring.

voice. But will people respond to 
that in the world of sound bites? Honestly, I don't know.” 

So far, they don’t seem to be. Though coordinators claim 250,000 
Coffee Party members nationwide — Chicago alone with 1,600 
followers — the bona fide membership in Philly is about 10. Con- 
versely, several hundred Tea Partiers attended lastyear’s Tax Day 
protest in Love Park, which took place less than two months after 
that group was conceived. 

Without much evidence that the masses will sign on, Philly Coffee 
Party members are running with their modus operandi. At the 
group’s first meeting, attendees signed a“civility pledge," which 
reads: “I pledge to conduct myselfin a way that is civil, honest and 
respectful toward people with whom I disagree.” 

The Philly Coffee Party is so concerned about being tempered, in

By then, she expects the 
Coffee Party will have a major say in the 
debates on campaign-finance and immigra- 
tion reform. 

One person who won't be by Park's side: 
Michael Fiore, who left his position as the 
Coffee Party’s regional coordinator foreast- 
ern Pennsylvania last week.

Brian Tiemey leaves with $300,000.

A t The Philadelphia Inquirer and Daily News, the transition 
from the old ownership to the new comes with a price tag 
of at least $300,000. 

That's the amount of severance pay that departing Phila- 
delphia Newspapers LLC CEO Brian P. Tierney negotiated from 
the new owners of the two daily newspapers, according to two 
sources familiar with the deal- Tiemey had sought as sever- 
ance a year’s salary, or $618,000, the sources tell Cify Paper, but 
settled for about half of that. 

Tiemey, scheduled to leave the papers this Friday, will be paid 
$300,000 in exchange for his services as a consultant after the 
newspapers formally change hands in June, the sources say. In 
addition, the new owners agreed to pay at least two months sal- 
ary to 21 top managers who served under Tierney, the sources say 
some of whom will likely remain with the company under the 
new ownership. 

The $300,000 amounts to a final payday for Tiemey, who, 
until the consultant agreement, had been engaging in brass- 
knuckle bargaining with the new owners, a group of senior 
lenders headed by the New York investment firm Angelo, 
Gordon & Co. that won control of the papers at an April 28 auc- 
tion for $139 million. 



(Tiemey led a group of local investors that purchased the 
papers in 2006 for $515 million, but filed for bankruptcy in 
February 2009.) 

While Tiemey had pledged a smooth transition, union leaders 
and a lawyer for the new owners publicly claimed that he had been 
playing hardball. 

On May 12, The Newspaper Guild of Greater Philadelphia 
put out a bulletin alleging that Tiemey had “blocked access" to 
financial information that the guild had been seeking to present 
a contract proposal to the new owners. 

Per the Guild's version of 
the story: “Further hamper- 
ing productive negotiation, 
Mr. Tiemey will not allow 
Philadelphia Newspapers’ 
human resources executives 
to attend bargaining sessions 
with the incoming ownership 
group, despite his pledge for a 
smooth transition." 

This month, Tierney’s law- 
yers filed a motion in bank- 
ruptcy court seeking more documents related to a 2008 meeting 
between Tierney and Iris lenders that was tape-recorded without 
Tierney’s knowledge. In response, lawyers representing the 
lenders who later bought the two papers charged Tiemey with 
"harassment,” and said that his real intention for filing the 
motion was to socurc severance packages for himself and his top 
managers. 

Fred S. Hodara, the new owners’ attorney, told the Inquirer 
this month that Tierney's severance demand was the equivalent

According to the Inquirer, it’s now all 
sweetness and light between Tiemey and 
the new owners.

“We are very pleased with the resolu- 
tion, which assures a smooth transition to 
the new owners," added Hodara. 

Jay Devine, a Tiemey spokesman, did 
not return repeated phone calls from 
City Paper.

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MAYA VAN ROSSUM 

was a second-grader at Ithan Elem- 
entary School in Villanova when she 
waged her first environmental battle. 

Birds kept crashing into the art room 
windows with a disquieting thud, yet no 
one bothered *to collect their remains, 
much less figure out how to keep them 
from flying into the windows in the first 
place. Van Rossum remembers how 
upset she — then a headstrong blue- 
eyed girl with short blond hair who pre- 
ferred trousers over dresses — became 
trying to persuade school authorities to 
give her a shovel so she could bury the 
birds herself. She was distressed, she 
says, because no one seemed to care. 

Those who know van Rossum might 
guess how the story ended. Her per- 
sistence paid off: She got the shovel, 
and the birds got a proper burial. 
Eventually, she says, “people wised up," 
and the school put a visible barrier on 
the windows to deter the birds. 

Van Rossum has fought for environ- 
mental causes ever since. Anyone who’s 
followed the controversy surrounding 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers’ plan 
to deepen the Delaware River’s ship- 
ping channel knows her name. As the 
Delaware Riverkecper, van Rossum 
is the face of the opposition. She is the 
head of the Delaware Riverkecper 
Network (DRN), a nonprofit environ- 
mental organization that seeks to 
protect the 330-mile-long river and its 



13,539-square-milc watershed, which 
includes 260 direct tributaries in four 
states. The longest undammed river 
east of the Mississippi, the Delaware 
starts in New York and flows through 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Delaware to the Atlantic Ocean. 

“My perspective is that I really 
am speaking for the river,” says van 
Rossum. The Delaware, she figures, 
is an irreplaceable resource for 
Philadelphia — and now its vitality is 
threatened. The Corps’ dredging proj- 
ect — the first phase, called “Reach C,” 
began in early March, and will be com- 
pleted by summer — would deepen the 
river by 5 feet to allow for larger ships to 
pass and, in theory, create more jobs. 

Dredging, or the underwater exca- 
vation of sediment from the bottom 
of rivers, has massive environmental 
implications. It can stir up sediment 
and any toxic contaminants — e.g., 
pesticides, lead, copper, zinc, cadmium 
— buried at the bottom of the river. 

The DRN argues that the deepening 
project will threaten fish and shellfish 
habitats and erode marshlands that are 
home to a variety of species and protect 
communities from storms; the dredg- 
ing could also contaminate New Jersey 
and Philadelphia’s drinking water and 
imperil commercial, recreational and 
ecotourism jobs, according to the DRN. 

The Corps intends to dredge the riv- 
er’s 102.5-mile channel to deepen it from 
40 feet to 45 feet between Philadelphia 
and the mouth of the Delaware Bay. 
Recent Corps estimates indicate the 
five-year project will cost more than 
$300 million, funded by the federal gov- 
ernment and the Philadelphia Regional 
Port Authority (PRPA). 

The project’s opponents want 
Congress to deauthorize the dredging 




=» DESPITE THE CHALLENGES and 

setbacks, the Corps’ plans to deepen 
the main shipping channel in the 
Delaware River have inexorably crept 
forward over the past two decades. It 
began in 1983, when Congress ordered 
the Army Corps’ Philadelphia district 
to study the feasibility of deepening 
the river. The Corps found that deepen- 
ing the river was an economic neces- 
sity that posed little environmental 
risk. Nearly a decade later, in 1992, 
Congress authorized the project. But, 
despite the support of politicians like 
Gov. Ed Rendell, the deepening was 
slow to gain momentum, hampered by 

machinations associated with projects 
of this magnitude. 

A decisive moment came on Oct, 13, 
2009, when the Corps announced it 
would commence dredging by the end 
of the year, despite the fact that, just 
a few months earlier, the Delaware 
Department of Natural Resources 



project. They cite a recent report by tho U.S. Government Accountability 
Office (GAO) that found the Corps’ reassessment of market and industry 
conditions once again lacking (see A Million Stories, April 8). That GAO 
report suggests that many of the economic benefits that dredging sup- 
porters expect may not materialize. 

And at the center of this ever-ratcheting debate is van Rossum, an outgo- 
ing, outdoorsy 44-year-old lawyer and mother of six who says she enjoys 
patrolling the river “to inform the work I do, but also because if s beautiful.” 

But where some see a tireless, if folksy, standard-bearer, fighting to 
protect the river despite the political pressure exerted by many of the 
region's job-desperate leaders, others see a relentless gadfly, an impedi- 
ment to necessary progress. 

“People say a lot of tilings about me," van Rossum says. “I know the real- 
ity and I know the reality isn’t about me,” 

=«• VAN ROSSUM, A PETITE WOMAN who frequently uses her hands to 
emphasize her points, grew up in Villanova after her family moved to 
the United States from India, where her father was a professor. A La 
Salle University graduate, van Rossum earned a law degree from Pace 
University in New York while working with the Hudson Riverkeeper, (She 
also received a Master of Laws degree in corporate finance from Widener 
University. ) She didn't go to law school just to become a lawyer, she says; 
she went to law school to become an advocate for the environment. 

The DRN, the nonprofit she heads, is a founding member of the national 
Waterkeeper Alliance, which was launched in 1999 to monitor and protect 
rivers, streams and coastlines in the United States and around the world 
by uncovering polluters, advocating for stricter enforcement of environ- 
mental laws and educating the public. Van Rossum joined the DRN in 
1992, in the early days of the now two-decades-old Delaware River deep- 
ening dispute, first as a staff attorney for the organization’s law clinic and 
later as its executive director. When the Riverkeeper position opened up 
in 1996, the DRN’s board of directors asked her to take over. 

“Being the Delaware Riverkeeper is different than being an executive 
director or CEO," she says. Her goal is not to merely run an organization, 
but to represent the river. 

Tho DRN and its staff of 14 are headquartered in Bristol, Pa., just a 



few blocks from the Delaware River. 
Van Rossum is one of the organization’s 
two attorneys; they use outside attor- 

basis, and rely upon law students from 
Temple University and the University 
of Pennsylvania. 

“We really try to choose our cases so 
we get the maximum impact for the 
river and the region," van Rossum says. 

In 2007, DuPont and the U.S. Army 
dropped plans to treat VX nerve agent 
waste and dump it in the Delaware 
River after public outcry and a DRN 
lawsuit. Tlie DRN also successfully chal- 
lenged federal regulations for cooling 
water intake structures at facilities that 
operate in the Delaware estuary and kill 
billions of fish per year. Last year, the 
DRN negotiated a settlement over per- 
mits issued to the Sugarhouse Casino 
project, in which the Pennsylvania 
Department of Environmental 
Protection promised to keep Northern 
Liberties residents in the loop on sew- 
age plans as the project continued. 

Both accessible and highly quotable, 
van Rossum is the go-to person for any- 
one who wants the environmentalists’ 
side of a given debate. Yet she gives the 
impression that she neither seeks nor 
avoids the spotlight; it is simply a means 
to an end. "Our goal is to put ourselves 
out of business," van Rossum says. 

But she knows that won’t be happen- 
ing anytime soon.

A week 
later, Delaware sued the Corps in the 
U.S. District Court, arguing that the 
agency’s decision to proceed without a 
permit violated several federal laws, 
including the Clean Water Act. (The 
DRN is one of five environmental 
groups that joined the fray.) 

On Jan. 27, however, U.S. District 
Court Judge Sue L. Robinson gave the 
Corps the green light to begin deepen- 
ing “Reach C," a 13-mile stretch from 
south of Wilmington to south of the 
Chesapeake & Delaware Canal. The 
DRN countered by asking the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the Third Circuit in 
Philadelphia to stay the Reach C ruling 
pending an appeal. The Third Circuit 
turned down the DRN; the Corps com- 
menced the deepening on March 1. 

"Tlie Army Corps has not operated 
in the best interest of the public,” van 
Rossum says. She argues that the Corps 








needs to update its decade-old environmental impact data, obtain appli- 
cable permits and take a reality check on its rosy economic projections. If 
the Corps finishes the deepening, it will set a precedent that allows the 
agency to flaunt environmental rules that get in its way, she says. 

“If the Army Corps is allowed to get away with it here, it will get away 
with it anywhere,” van Rossum says, adding, “This case is of huge national 
importance,” in which the court will decide “whether or not the Army 
Corps is held to its obligations to follow federal and state law.” 

Perhaps what stands out most about the deepening struggle is the lack 
of a possibility for compromise, Neither side seems to doubt that it is doing 
the right thing for the region — and that it will win. 

THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE DRN AND THE CORPS is not 

always antagonistic; they work together frequently, in fact, because part 
of the Corps' job is to enforce permits. For example, the Corps and the 
DRN teamed up to stop a man in Morrisville, Pa., from illegally filling in 
wetlands on his property. 

But the deepening project has, in van Rossum's view, been marred by 
secrecy and power plays. Among van Rossum’s list of grievances, she 
alleges that: The Corps issued a notice of public comment on the project 
over the 2008 Christmas holidays to discourage input (the DRN still 
managed to submit 36 pages of comments); hid the fact that it was going 
to forge ahead with the deepening without obtaining the permit; and 
regularly turned a blind eye to the spread of misinformation. 

Corps spokesman Ed Voigt disagrees: “No matter how much study 
you do and no matter how much information you provide, there’s always 
someone who could say ‘do more,’” he says. 

Van Rossum is “an alarmist,” says PRPA director of public affairs Bill 
McLaughlin- “No one bothers to challenge her because she seems to be a 
nice lady protecting the environment.” 

The Delaware River deepening is under attack “by someone who doesn’t 
know what she’s talking about," says McLaughlin. Meanwhile, the liti- 
gation is wasting money. Van Rossum “enjoys the attention this project 
brings to her organization," he contends. 

The Philadelphia Regional Port Authority has big money at stake. The 
Corps estimates the five-year venture will cost more than $300 million, 



which will be funded by the federal gov- 
ernment and the PRPA. The PRPA will 
contribute at least $67 million, and says 
it stands to lose more than $30 million if 
the project is suspended. 

The war of the Delaware deepening 
project is being fought over facts and 
figures: Who is complying with the law? 
Who is quoting accurate numbers? 

The courts are dealing with the former, 
but the latter is the subject of intense 
debate: How many jobs will the project 
create? How much revenue will be gen- 
erated? Who is right? 

-«• THE COMBINED PORTS of the 

Delaware River in Pennsylvania, 

New Jersey and Delaware support an 
estimated 75,000 “direct, indirect and 
induced jobs," says McLaughlin. Direct 
jobs include those employed by the 
ports, the shipping trade and customs. 
Indirect jobs include insurance compa- 
nies, banks and admiralty lawyers, with 
induced jobs further stemming from 
the indirect jobs, he explains. The PRPA 
employs 98 people. 

Some 445 ships dock each year in 
Philadelphia, bringing everything 
from bananas to military traffic. 
Philadelphia has been a port city for 
300 years, and for much of that time the 
ports and the shippers that used them 
were left to their own devices. The city 
began overseeing the waterfront activi- 
ties in the early 20th century. In 1990, 



the state purchased all publicly owned 
ports from the city and created the 
PRPA to manage and maintain them. 
The Philadelphia port handles between 
3.1 million and 3.8 million tons of inter- 
national cargo per year. 

The increased shipping as a result 
of the deeper river channel will create 
more than 8,000 new jobs, the PRPA 
says — and not deepening the river 
channel would be a serious economic 
blow because Philadelphia could no lon- 
ger compete with other ports. 

“If we don’t deepen the river, the 
ships will stop coming,” argued PRPA 
chairman John H. Estey in a Feb. 18 
debate with van Rossum on WHYY’s 
“Radio Times." Other harbors, includ- 
ing Boston, Baltimore, New York and 
Savannah, have deepened or will be 
deepening their shipping channels to 
accommodate larger ships. “We are 
going to be at a significant economic

disadvantage to other East Coast 
ports,” Estey said. 

Van Rossum counters that there is no 
evidence the promised PRPA jobs will 
materialize. She and fellow environmen- 
tal activists believe that the project could 
actually put existing jobs at risk. For 
example, the deepening will diminish 
the need for lightering, in which cargo is 
transferred from a larger ship to smaller 
ships in order to navigate the river chan- 
nel. The deepening will also have a detri- 
mental impact on the oyster harvesting 
industry because the dredging will harm 
the oyster population, she says. 

The PRPA points out that the deepen- 
ing project has been in the works for 
two decades, and all of the applicable 
agencies have signed off on its environ- 
mental safety, McLaughlin says. ‘Tm 
not a scientist, and I’m not so sure Mrs. 
van Rossum is, either.” 

Proponents are careful not to cast 
themselves as enemies of the envi- 
ronment. But concerns about the 
dredging’s impact on the environment 
must be weighed against the need for 
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jobs, says Patrick J, Eiding, president of the 
Philadelphia Council AFL-CIO, which endorse 
the deepening project. 

Tm very conscious of the environment, but 
there has to be a balance.” 



* VAN ROSSUM AND HER FAMILY haven't taken a 
vacation in four years that hasn’t been cut short by a new 
development in the deepening project. The report issued by the GAO on 
April 2 was no exception — the family headed back from their cabin early 
so van Rossum could respond. 

Are the report's findings a vindication of sorts for van Rossum? 

That’s not the right word, she says, "It’s what we were expecting. I really 
feel there was no other way for the GAO than to document that the Corps 
was misrepresenting the project.” 

The report concluded that significant market and industry changes 
have taken place in the six years since the Corps last analyzed the 
project’s benefits: "Decision makers do not have sufficient updated infor- 
mation to judge the extent to which market and industry changes would 
affect the project's net benefits.” 

The Corps' Voigt sees the report differently. He tells City Paper in an e- 
mail: “The GAO is not saying the project’s benefits fall below its costs. They 
are saying if s uncertain, they explain the uncertainties, and they think we 
should factor those in and see if — and how — net benefits are affected. And 
we will. The price of oil, steel, fruit and other commodities changes, but the 
need for a viable port is constant." 

Tire Corps will continue the deepening “absent court intervention and 
subject to congressional funding," he says. 

The GAO wants the U.S. Department of Defense to direct the Corps to 



try changes may have on the project’s 
benefits. But, as van Rossum points 
out, this would be the third time the 
GAO has asked the Corps to address 
its mistakes. “For the Army Corps to 
go back and do it right this time is not 
the right path,” she says. “It’s going to 
give the Army Corps another chance to 
make it worse.” 

Instead, Congress should deauthorize 
the deepening project, van Rossum 
argues. Otherwise, the Corps is just going 
to “monkey with the numbers yet again.” 

=» ASIDE FROM THE DEEPENING DISPUTE, 

the DRN is working on a variety of 
initiatives, including efforts to prevent 
shale gas drilling and development in 
the Delaware River watershed. 

Doos she think the public appreciates 
the DRN’s work? “It depends on the 
issue and the community," she says. 

Van Rossum brings up one of her 
favorite compliments from an oppo- 
nent, When the DRN challenged 
horseshoe crab harvesting in the 
Delaware River, crabbers were none 
too happy about it. After one encounter, 



van Rossum heard a crabber say to 
another, “That Maya van Rossum — I 
really don't like what she’s doing, but 
she always speaks the truth." 

Tlie DRN won that battle, and 
New Jersey imposed a moratorium 
on horseshoe crab harvesting until 
the population rebounds. (The DRN 
recently lost another lawsuit that 
would have forced Delaware to enact 
similar regulations.) 

“I get disappointed that I have to keep 
fighting,” van Rossum says. But, she 
adds, she doesn’t see her work as fight- 
ing per se — but rather as protecting, 
saving and helping. “You can get tired if 
you’re not inspired,” she adds, laughing 
at the rhyme. 

“There’s always going to be people 
who like what you have to say and those 
who don’t,” she says. “It’s very impor- 
tant when you do this kind of work 
over time and you have an emotional 
response to something, that you sit 
down and think it through." 

When that happens, she stops, takes 
a deep broath and asks herself, “What's 
right for the river?”

CUMULATIVE EFFECT 

V&clav Havel’s Leaving sums up the life of a 
statesman — and a playwright, too.

“ ■ t was extraordinary to read a piece so fantastical and imag- 
I ined as that coming from a head of state. That's not to say 
I heads of state aren’t capable of being imaginative or dramatic 
thinkers — it was just exciting to have such a rich piece of litera- 
ture from the pen of a great political thinker and see how those ele- 
ments rubbed up against each other.” 

David Strathaim’s not talking about Leaving, Vaclav Havel's 
new play aboutto land at Philadelphia’s Wilma 
Theater. No, this particular bit of nostalgia 
recalls the first time Strathairn performed 
under Wilma director Jiri Zizka, back in 1989. 

The pair were working off-Broadway on a play 
by Havel — who, just a few years later, would 
become the first president of the democratic Czech Republic. 

At the time, Havel, a heralded political writer throughout the lat- 
ter '60s, was in prison for his dissident role in leading the “Velvet 
Revolution” to end communism in Czechoslovakia. An ocean 
away, as Strathairn and Zizka worked on the intensely Faustian 
Temptation , Havel was in jail writing something new — a play 
about a politician in fire December of his career. 

That's Leaving, the story of a chancellor facing retirement, 




Havel’s first new play in 20 years. Once again, Havel’s work has 
found its way into the h ands of both Zizka and Strath aim; rich in 
subtle references to Shakespeare’s King Lear, Chekhov’s Cherry 
Orchard, Beckett’s Endgame and Parini’s The Last Station, 
Leaving is as engaging, caustic and clever as any of Havel's clas- 
sics. It’s gentler, too. 

“Havel begun work on Leaving before he could even hope that 
he’dbe president of the Czech Republic,” says Zizka, a native of 
Prague who followed Havel’s theatrical career starting with a 1968 
production of The Memorandum IVyrazum nil.That play, says 
Zizka, “was a mesmerizing introduction to his work.” 

Havel’s was always a distinct literary voice with an absurdist 
style, allowing him to say things that make no sense whatsoever. “It 
was refreshing to have someone treat file Czech language as such,” 
says Zizka of Havel’s eccentricities. “He likes to make complicated 
arguments that are verbal. And he likes to 
READ A Q&A WITH make himselflaugh.”

LOOKING FOR ERIC 



B. THE STORY OF Eric (Steve Evets), a depressed Manchester postman whose 
guardian angel takes the form of soccer star Eric Cantona, Looking for Eric returns 
d irector Ken Loach to the heights of Riff-Raff and Raining Stones — winning stories of 
working-class life whose politics were integrated rather than smeared on top. A devoted 
Man. U fan, albeit one who can’t afford tickets anymore, Evets’ Eric is a good-natured 
but weak-willed single father, plagued with panic attacks and a tenuous sense of self 
But when he's at a particularly low ebb, Cantona appears in his bedroom, dispensing 
French proverbs and helping Evets take back the reins of his life. The conceitcould be 
irreparably coy ifLoach didn't play it absolutely straight, and were Evets not such a 
lovable screwup that we’re happy to see whatever he sees. Eric’s life is full of ordinary 
but draining complications: two stepsons of different 
races — the elder ofwhom treats him with open con- 
tempt, a difficult relationship with his adult daughter, 
an infant granddaughter whose existence forces him to 
interact with the woman he impregnated and left: years 
before. These are problems only the greatest center for- 
ward can solve. With an uncharacteristically light touch. Loach mixes a dash of Capra 
into his hard-bitten social realism. Cantona is an unlikely phantom, his wisdom only 
slightly more articulate than the man who dreamed him up. His presence is treated 
m atter-of-fectly, and Loach and his frequent collaborator Paul Laverty, who wrote the 
script, never forget which Eric their stoiy is really about. Cantona may have been a 
superstar on the soccer pitch, but in Eric’s home, he’s just a good-looking Frenchman 
with a few ideas. Eric’s problems, especially those involving his rebellious son and a 
local tough, are not the kind the wealthy have to deal with, an understated irony that 
the film thankfully never feels theneed to underscore. If the tables were turned, Eric

Brought together by history and politics, Havel 
and Wilson — of the Czech underground rock 
band Plastic People of the Universe — moved in 
the same intellectual circles and became friends 
in the ’60s, at which point Wilson began translat- 
ing Havel’s writing into English. “I was expelled 
from the country because of my connections to 
Havel and such,"says Wilson, who’s been Havel’s 
official translator for decades. 

Zizka, too, has stayed under Havel’s literary 
spell throughout his career. In 1979 he joined the 
Wilma as an artist-in-residence, and nearly a 
decade later made his cinematic directorial debut 
for PBS with 1990’s Largo Desola to, a screen ver- 
sion of Havel’s tale of a political writer afraid of 
being sent back to prison. 

And now, after almost 20 other works of the- 
ater, Havel gives us Leaving, an allegory for 
all circumstances where one must depart (“it 
could be country, your spouse,” laughs Zizka 
— “if s metaphysical that way”). According to 
Zizka, Havel started writing the manuscript for 
Leaving in 1989, but put it aside in favor of craft- 
ing political speeches. One day, says Zizka, an 
assistant of Havel’s found the script, reminded 
him of its importance and, in 2007, four years 
after Havel left office, out came Leaving. 

On the one hand, the story sounds awfully 
familiar — it’s about a politician who’s at the end 
of his career. But this is no memoir. “There were 
newer experiences — like when the chancellor’s 
straightening out his personal property from the 
state-owned property — that [were] very much 
[akin to] Mr. Havel’s experience when he left the 
office,” says Zizka. “But the rest of it was things 
he couldn’t have known when he started writing 
the play." Leaving allows Havel an opportunity for 
self-reflection through the lead character, Vilem 
Rieger, phis a chance to display the rhetoric of pol- 
iticians the world over. But it was never intended 
to be a comedy. 

“He didn't mean it to be funny," says Wilson, 
who translated the British and American ver- 
sions of the play. “Yet when we first ran it with a 
live reading of Brit actors, they kept cracking up. 
On stage, too, there were nights where the audi- 
ence wouldn’t stop laughing. Havel doesn’t set out 
to be funny. The situations he describes are natu- 



rally absurd.” 

As he did with Leaving's first 
English production in London, 
Wilson worked with the Wilma's 
actors during rehearsal to fash- 
ion a fresh translation bused 
on Americans' turns -of- phrase, 
rhythms, dialect and linguistic 
idiosyncrasies. Since Lea ving is 
meant to be universal, Wilson 
also tied in specific references to 
each country’s politics. 

The way Leaving unfolds, and 
the skill of the actors involved, 
has much to do with the giddy 
magic the play creates. When 
Zizka cast Strathaim in the role 
of Rieger, the director claims he 
was going against type. “He's 
often called upon to play grave 
and evil," says Zizka, ‘but he’s 
ou trageously funny." 

Yuks aside, Leaving's tone 
— warm and humorous, elegiac 
and dignified — seems like a

summation of Havel’s work as 
a statesman , for sure, but also 
as a playwright Could this be a 
finale forthe 73-year-old writer? 

Don't bet on it. 

“When I spoke with him yes- 
terday," says Zizka, “he told me 
he’s working on a film version 
of Lecu ing." After all, Havel’s 
through being president of the 
Czech Republic. So what’s to 
stop him? “A great burden has 
been lifted from his shoulders 
and he is again free to be an art- 
ist” says Zizka. “He loves actors 
and theater people . He even 
revealed to me that secretly he 
always wanted to be a film direc- 
tor his whole life." 

So, despite his multitude of 
achievements, Vdclav Havel is, 
in one way, just like every aspir- 
ing Hollywood star: All he wants 
to do is direct.

City Paper-. Tell me about the structure of the film. 

Alex Gibney: The story is really complicated, but at the center you 
have a great character. The trick in the movie was to find a narra- 
tive that could be contained, because he was so all over the place. . . . 
But at some point, like a little gremlin in the cutting room, the story 
peeks up and says, “Pal, you better follow the story or you're cooked.” 

CP: You had a particular challenge here, being unable to film 
this character. 

AG: It was the ultimate challenge. But I got confident after doing 
the Enron film [Enron: The Smartest Guys in the Room], where 
JeffSkilling and Ken Lay wouldn't talk to me. So in addition to the 
archival footage and photographs, we found other people who knew 
Jack well. . . . That’s how you kind of circle around the character. ... I 
did visit Jack in prison, but you can’t even bring a pencil inside. So 1 



could take the measure of the man, 
or at least that side that he's show- 

CP: How aware of himself does he 
seem to you? 

AG: I think he's aware of himself. 
The trick with Jack is, you never 
know which self he’s aware of. I 
think Jack is many men. You never 
know who you're talking to at a 
particular time. He's very charming, 
very smart, obviously not possessed 
of very good judgment. And he 
seems contrite. Prison win do that to you. 

CP: Abramoff seems a logical product afthis “United States ofMoney.” 
AG: Jack shredded the envelope in some ways, but in other ways, 
yes, he is part of the mainstream . We have a system in our country 
of legalized bribery, tradingfavors and access for money. And it’s not 
all money. . . . It’s this whole revolving-door thing. . . . Now, Tm told 
that more and more, working on die Hill is a means to an end. It’s 
like having to go through Triple A to get the major leagues. 

CP: How did you encourage your subjects to talk, to share experi- 
ences or even think about trustingyou? 

AG: 1 don’t really know. . , . The key is getting people comfortable, 
in a place where they feel you're going to have respect for their 
stoiy. That you’re not looking to get someone worked up emotion- 
ally, then zoom in when they cry. I feel like Columbo. Tm the guy 
with the rumpled trench coat and they take pity on me, so they tell

Immigrants in America often seem trapped in a sort of purgatory: in their adopted coun- 
try but not of it, standing out but at the same time nearly invisible. Puerto Rican-born, 
Philly-based artist Roxana Perez-Mendez explores that in-between existence in work that 
itself teeters between opposing states: high and low tech, comic and caustic, realistic and 
fantastic. She mixes video images, models and Pepper’s ghost holograms — a 19th- 
century parlor trick using plate glass and lighting techniques to make im ages appear and 
disappear. The artist herself often appears as part of these illusions — in a suspended 
rowboat, escaping from a semi truck, or even colonizing the moon on behalf of an invented 
Puerto Rican space program. The blend of techniques creates a sense of suspended reality, 
time frozen or skipping like a scratched record, actions circling rather than progressing. 
Her new installation, Este Es Mi Pais, suggests the same sort of ambiguity, a possessory 
claim, but one made in a language that tends to undercut its meaning or at the very least 
preempt its positive reception.

REMEMBER THETIME 

Making Time's top 10. By Dave P. 

ON THE VERGE of Making Time’s Will anniversary, we asked the 
impresario ofPhilly's long-running rock 'n'roll dance party to 
rundown 10 defining moments. 

> 1. MAY 25, 2001 

The one-year anniversary of MakingTime, at Transit We had The 
Strokes playing. I had first heard The Strokes at a house party in 
N ew York. A guy who later became their manager had played me a 
demo tape — yes, a tape — of some of their recordings and I freaked 
out. I told him about Making Time and that we had our one-year 
anniversary coming up. I basically booked them right there. The 
night of die party was magical. I remember watching The Strokes 
from the DJ booth, which was above die dancefloor facing the stage. 
They were the perfect band to play the party — the entire crowd was 
dancing and it was most peoples' first time ever hearing them . It 
was apparent at that moment that this band was goingto be huge. 

> 2. NOV. 2, 2001 

Very similar to the night with The Strokes. DJ Mike Z had been 
given some of Interpol’s demos from a friend. I remember die day he 
played them for me at the Last Drop Coffeehouse, while I was work- 
ing We realized they'd be perfect for the party and we booked them .

A benevolent gong show in West Philly? 
Chuck Barns would be proud. By Tom Tiballi

C anada. The majestic North. A place that brings to mind 
moose, the Mounties, half of a huge waterfall and bound- 
less affection for The Gong Show ? “I am from Canada and 
we only got, like, one channel, so this is the show Fd always end 
up watching,” says Paul Kuhn, artistic director for Curio Theatre 
Co., about how the endless syndication and outrageous antics of 
the TV talent show sucked him in. He’s hoping to create the same 
sense of fanaticism for Curio’s first-ever Gong Show. 

The Gong Show's original host and producer. Chuck Barris, is a 
Dexel grad, and Kuhn says he feels the West Philly tie.

Kuhn will be doing his best Chuck Barris, acting as host for 
the event, “for better or for worse.”The whole shebang will help 
fund Curio’s sixth-season productions and make the Calvary 
Center for Culture and Community — home to both Curio and 
the Calvary United Methodist 
Church — handicapped-acces- 
sible. Calvary pastor the Rev. John 
Pritchard will act as a celebrity 
judge alongside local real estate 
broker Liz Campion and Cedar 
; Park Neighbors President Monica Alison. 

But don't be fooled by all the civic pride, wicker baskets, good 
causes and popcorn for sale in the basement: Curio is aiming 
at an older crowd with an appreciation for the lampoon and a 
strong sense of nostalgia. “We’re going to incorporate all sorts 
of elements from the original show, the unknown comic with a 
paper bag over hiB head, Gene Gene the Dancing Machine, a 
three-piece band providing the live music and rim shot when a 
joke goes off,” Kuhn says. “We’re definitely trying to capture the 
'70s cheesiness and carnival vibe.”

Don't count on perfect execution at R2L.

B y now you've heard about the 37-story elevator ride to R2L. 
You know you might catch a glimpse of Cole Hamels at the 
end of it, tucking into a ribeye beside a blimp-ride vista. 
Sandwiched between the penthouse millionaires and corporate 
brass of die Liberty Two building, Daniel Stern's 
restaurant has the neighbors and novelty to 
guarantee buzz that echoes. Philadelphia hasn’t 
paid this much attention to a high-elevation 
happening since Rick Mariano went rogue on 
the City Hall observation deck. 

Unlike the formercity councilman, who just wanted a little alone 
time before the feds rung him up on felony corruption charges, 
Stem comes to his room-witii-a-view with reputation well intact 
His resume reads like a Horatio Alger story. Self-trained cook 
lands New York gigs under Daniel Boulud and Jean-Georges 
Vongerichten . Comes home to Le Bee-Fin, which then regains its 
fifth Mobil star. Opens a little neighborhood spot, Gayle, where 




Food & Wine dubs his deconstructed veal stew one of the best 
dishes of 2006. Signs on as star tenant of the Cira Centre, where 
now it's Esquire’s turn to fawn, naming Rae one of the bestnew 
restaurants in America. 

Rae and Gayle are no longer. But they’re not forgotten, since R2L 
reprises many of the dishes that appeared at the earlier restau- 
rants. Gayle's veal stew is back, as are Rae’s venison cheesesteak 
nibbles, et cetera. The menu layout is equally familiar: terse 
descriptions, main courses divided between “signature" efforts and 
simply prepared ones, and entree prices that look like Kobe Bryant 
point tallies. A wine list deep in blue-chip varietals hits its stride 
somewhere around a half-decent bowling score. 

Supposing everything were executed to perfection, this setup 
may appeal to well-heeled, risk-averse diners. It offers a survival- 
of-the-fittest smorgasbord, in which yesteryear’s experiments have 
been winnowed down so that die most successful ones remain. 

You can’t have three courses for §42 like 
MORE FOOD AND you could at Gayle, but theoretically R2L’s

MEALTICKET culinary overreach. 

But perfect execution is not something 

to be counted on at R2L. 

A recent weeknight dinner began full of promise. There was 
pair of perfect Manhattans, perfectly made. The more newfangled 
Velvet Rope, which took falemum out of its usual rum ghetto and 
married it with lye, came off less like a curiosity than a classic.

Amuse | This restaurant/bar in the brand-new Le 
Meridien Hotel is serving French brasserie staples and 
cocktails both classic and not-so. Amuse, named after the 
tasty teases chefs sometimes serve to start a meal (order 
a cocktail and you’ll receive a gratis amuse-bouche at the 
18-seat bar), offers well-priced eats for breakfast, lunch 
and dinner — chef Dan Black is serving plates like beef 
bourguignon, mustard-crusted salmon and pan-fried 
skate wing (the house specialty is steak frites). Seating 
is split up among a sunny open dining room, a “wine tast- 
ing” room and a free-standing communal table that fea- 
tures hard-line USB ports for business folks.

practically ebullient with unfeigned cheer. 

There was a squadron of shareable snacks, cute as but- 
tons, the kind of things Mamie Eisenhower might have 
had as passed hors d'oeuvres if she’d known about micro- 
greens. Stem’s versions come with a wink. Scallops aren’t 
toothpicked into bacon wraps, but pureed and tucked into 
quarter-moon crescents of bacon-impregnated potsticker 
dough. Those outshine their point of reference, meld- 
ing scallop sweetness and savory pork fat into a flavor- 
soaked package the original rarely achieves. Beef and 
lobster mini hot dogs were almost as vivid, if a tad too 
precious to really enjoy, the skinny franks capped with 
pastry discs too stiff to swaddle them. 

Elsewhere, delicious flavors ran up against core ingre- 
dients that were disappointingly indistinct. Rabbit taqui- 
toB came with an assertive jalapeiio mousse and blade- 
leafed cilantro shoots as intense as they were slender, but 
the ground rabbit itself fell with a flavor-challenged thud. 
Bite-size sections of cheesesteak swapped out fast-food 
grease for a supple mushroom andcippolini glaze, but the 
actual taste of venison was missing. Stem's cooking has 
always been on the heavy side, and it has a pitfall that 
trips up R2L’s kitchen too frequently - sometimes his 
ideas add up to intricately layered creations; sometimes 
they eclipse the ingredients at their center. 

When the flourishes are yummy enough, th at’s a minor 
quibble — so there’s enough to like about the appetizer 
course to recommend R2L for a solid feed at happy hour. 
But dinner was a parade of humdrum dishes sometimes 
marred by startlingly basic mistakes. The ribeye was 
draped in a beamaise so acidic it made you pucker. A 
crabcake plate might as well have been a deconstructed 
salt shaker; the sodium content of the “Chesapeake 
mousse” and mustard sauce (not to mention the crabcake 
itself) was up there with emergency rehydration salts. 

Pancetta-topped beef short ribs were a rich and tender 
improvement over those, yet they tasted faintly of organ 
tissue. That was a welcome complexity for some and an 
unwanted distraction for others, but a little odd consid- 
ering that the kitchen’s veal-stock braise doesn't call for 
it. There was nothing wrong with a “signature" striped 
bass except its $34 price tag, which ought to buy some- 
thingmore memorable than a modest filet that plays 
second fiddle to a square of pork belly. 

Some of the trickier things worked better. Chickpea- 
battered shiitake fries were molten and subtly flavored 
on the inside, crispy at the edges. Dessert, though it took 
far too long to arrive, also offered a couple of spirit-lift- 
ers. Fried balls of basmati rice pudding were leavened 
by puffed rice and orange-blossom foam. A vanilla cake 
couldn't have looked more plain- Jane — until its fra- 
grant cream gushed across the plate the way molten 
chocolate does at other places. 

Philly has plenty of other restaurants that can craft a 
more consistently compelling meal. R2L’s special -occa- 
sion pricing buys some bar-snack fun, but dinner recalls 
uneven country-club fare for a captive market. Notthe 
end of the world for Liberty Two’s high-fliers, perhaps 
— but not the top of it, either.
